Sheigra DXpedition Report 


11-24 November 2017 - with Dave Kenny & Alan Pennington 





This was the 57th DXpedition to Sheigra in Sutherland since DXers first made the long drive north 
back in 1979. In some respects, this tiny crofting hamlet, a few miles south of the north-west tip of 
the Scottish mainland has changed little since it was first visited for a DXpedition 38 years ago. The 
single-track road north from the fishing village of Kinlochbervie still ends in the low valley sheltering 
Sheigra’s handful of cottages, surrounded by wild empty treeless hillsides (with space for erecting 
long Beverage aerials) and with the peaks of higher mountains visible to the south. A track from the 
cottages runs down past the cemetery to a sandy beach pounded by North Atlantic waves providing 
a westerly sea reception path to the Americas — all unchanged in those near four decades. 


But the number of permanently occupied cottages in Sheigra has reduced in those years. In 
particular, the farmhouse once owned by Angie & Lena MacLeod, and their nearby cottage used for 
the first DXpeditions, are often empty. Once again, our DX base was Murdo’s old crofter’s cottage, 
which since our last DXpedition has had a new heating boiler installed, which we were pleased to 
discover did not add to local QRM, as well as keeping the cottage cosy during our fortnight this year. 


As we drove up from our overnight break near Perth, the cold weather had already resulted in snow 
on the mountain tops. After a stop for some extra provisions and a warm Macaroni pie in Lairg, we 
arrived early Saturday afternoon in Sheigra, still with dry weather and a couple of hours of daylight 
remaining that afternoon to wind out the full Caribbean and half the North American Beverage wires. 
The next day, we were able to complete all four Beverages without getting wet! Three were 
permanently terminated with a copper earth rod, making then directional in just one direction. Aerial 
No. 3 was initially unterminated to receive UK and Africa, but was later extended along the shores of 
the small lochan to the north and terminated for possible Pacific and Alaskan reception - although 
sadly it never materialised this year. 


Although we mainly listen to MW in Sheigra, the lower noise floor compared to home, also benefits 
SW reception. In the past we have just used the Beverage aerials for shortwave, but this time we 
experimented with a 20m EWE aerial erected close to the cottage which we tried in a number of 
different directions during the fortnight. We used two 5m telescopic fibreglass windsock poles to 
j support the EWE 
/\ which retract to 1m 
lengths to fit in the 
car. The poles 
flexed alarmingly in 
the ferocious winds 
we experienced, but 
did not break so 
were a success in 
that respect. SW 
reception was good 
on the EWE, though 
the more directional 
Beverages 
outperformed it on 
MW.

This year we suffered just one break in the aerial wires, on the 300° Beverage, close to where it 
ended on the cliff tops. Unsure what caused the break: strong winds, deer or even the shepherd 
when rounding up the sheep. Breaks in the wire can be monitored back in the cottage when the 
Beverages are earthed, though finding a break can be tricky if it is hidden inside 500 metres of 
plastic-coated wire! Most of the sheep around Sheigra were herded up the road to the south soon 
after our arrival, with twenty or so left penned around the old farmhouse. No deer damage at all to 
report this year, though we saw a few on distant hillsides on a walk to the north up the peat track. 
And Dave disturbed a group of deer when trekking up to unterminate the 340° Beverage behind the 
cottage one evening, their pairs of eyes shining red in the light of his head torch before they ran off. 


A fairly new introduction to Sheigra are ponies, belonging to a trekking centre on the track towards 
the beach. The ponies themselves caused no aerial damage, but some new interference (one 
second pulses), especially audible on the Asian Beverage, was caused by a new electric fence used 
to enclose them on the common grazing alongside the peat track. This “Rutland Electric Shepherd”

described as ; average and uinexcepional The search fort new catches each day is still enjoyable 
nevertheless, but some exceptional loggings are always the icing on the cake. On medium wave, at 
the start of the fortnight, reception on aerials No 1 & 2 favoured Puerto Rico and Colombia. North 
American reception gradually improved, but mainly to the east coast, with no west coast or Alaskan 
catches. Morning fade-outs were typically around 0930 with the latest around 1030 on the 24". 
Towards Asia, quite a few Indians were logged, as well as Myanmar and Pakistan, especially in our 
first week, but only one Japanese station was heard, and not as many Chinese as on previous 
DXpeditions to Sheigra. Visiting Sheigra during mid-November with local sunset around 1545 UTC 
means Europeans stations fade in about an hour earlier than on previous October DXpeditions, 
blocking Asian reception on some channels. 





Towards the end of our fortnight, temperatures fell close to freezing and there were snow and soft 
hail showers. We managed to avoid these taking down the aerials, but we encountered a lot of 
snow on our drive south via Ullapool to Inverness, although the roads had been ploughed. 


Our medium wave logs, so far identified, are listed below plus a selection of shortwave logs.
